Mr. Vest said the story had been 


dejied by John H. Reagan of Texas, 
who wcs the last surviving member 
of the Confederate cabinet- He knew 
personally, said Mr. Vest, without 
having been present at the celebrated 
interview, that the incident was with- 
out. the slightest foundation. "If true," 
sa.fi he. "it would place the govern- 
ment and officers of the Confederate 
stales in Use category of criminals, 
because it offered the Confederacy all 
thai it ever demanded in the wildest 
hcjre of the most eitreme partisans o£ 
tiiAt cause if they would only return 
to the Union."
